An action for divorca involving no little interest 
has just been concluded before the Supreme Court of 


King’s County. The prosecution was instituted by‘ 


Mrs. Eliza Bradford, a middle-aged woman, against 
her husband, Mr. William Bradford, a gentleman of 
cousiderable miscellaneous distinction in this sec« 
tion of the country. Both of the conjugal belliger- 
ents are at present living in Brooklyn. but perhaps & 
little deve'opment of their marital antecedents may 
not be out of place here. The parties in question 
were married in December, 1842, in the town known 
as Bally Carrig, County of Antrim, in thé north of Ire- 
lund. The plaintiff's maiden name was Eliza Cald- 
well. The parties lived together dfter the marriege 
aout two years; during which time a daughter was 
born to them named Sarah. At the expiration of

Bradford in the following year (1845), now a young 
man, and named John Bradford, whose legitimacy 
Mr. Bradford denied, on the trial just elosed, and 
through which allegation he sought to impeach the 
chastity of his wife, and thereby overthrow her proé- 
ecution for a divorce. The defendant alleged that 
he left Ireland in October, 1844, whereas the com- 
plaiuant alleges that he did not leave till several 
weeks afterward, somewhere about January, 1845. 
These antagonistic allegations respecting datcs will 
be seen to embrace the very turning pout in the ulti- 
mate decision of the case. The date ot John Brad- 
ford’s birth was alleged to be on the Sth of October, 
1845, and this son was thereupon averred by the de- 
tendant to be illegitimate, and a consequent bar to 
the prosecution, as the husband claimed to have left 
his wife in the October of the previons year. It was 
tverred, however, with equal positiveness by the 
wife, that her cohabitation with Mr, Bradford con- 
tinued for several weeks even after the Christmas of 
18%, before he finally abandoned her. The point 
of time here embraced will be seen to run back for 
nearly a generation, and is one essily involved in 
unsatisfactory shadows. But the exact date, in thie 
instance, is ipdispeneuble to the vindication of a 
wit’s marital hovor on the one hand, and on the 
other, to the vindication of s husband from the no 
less grave imputation of bigamy.

Time passed on. The once youthful Sarah advanced 
to years of early womanhood, under her father's re- 
markable family roof in Brooklyn, when new ideas 
respecting her father’s very marked conjugal career, 
natarally dawned upon ber growing understanding. 
She saw much and thought more. Finally, between 
three and four years ago, a difficulty occurred be- 
tween the father and daughter, on which Sarab left 
her father for more agreeable jations. Soon 
after this “dissolving view” with the Captain, Sarah, 
who, by the by, is a young woman of unusual per- 
sonal attractiveness, got married toa son of Captain 
MeNair, of Brooklyn. 

After this “family jar” and the subsequent nup- 
tials, Sarah, with a heart full of what she had seen 
and what she thought, sat down to address the re- 
sult of her observations and reflections to her mother 
in Ireland. In this letter the daughter gave the 
mother a statement of the father’s alleged second 
marriage, and in the same letter, apprised that 
mother, ¢hat the father denied the legitimacy of the 
writer’s brother, John. This is believed to have 
been the first time, that that mother ever had cause 
f> suspect, that that legitimacy was ever ques- 
tioned. The effect of such an imputation upon an 
honest mother, may be easily conceived. She could 
endure the gratuitous desertion and abandonment of 
her husband with comparative tolerance. But when 
the attempt was made to bastardize her offspring, 
the outrage became insupportable. Accordingly, as 
roon after the receipt of these horrid tidings as ade- 
quate preparations could be made, the mother started 
for this country, reaching bere in the year 1865, re- 
-olved to vindicate her character, and give Caplain 
Bradford an opportunity to prove his extraordinary 
charges against her. Consequently, as soon after 
her arrival here as possible, Mrs. Bradford com- 
menced an action against her salt water captain for 
divorce, charging him with adultery with the very 
woman, E'iza Gunning, whom the captain claimed 
as his wedded wife. This action was commenced in 
1865. The complainant in her complaint makes the 
broad issue with Captain Bradford, that his relations 
with his alleged wife, Eliza Gunning, have been no- 
thing less than a continuous series of adulteries, at 
jeast for the technicel legal term of five years imme- 
diately before the commencement of the complain- 
aot’s action. This broad averment was met by the 
captain with an equally broad denial in answer, thus 
raising alb the questions involved. 

The captain further affirmed his marriage with 
Elize Gunning, in August, 1849, and that he has 
ever since lived with her as his lawful wife. He fur- 
ther affirmed that the complainant was well aware 
cf his new. relations with the aforesaid Eliza, and 
was well aware of them for at least ten or twelve 
years. He furthermore denies that John Bradford’ 
born on the 8th of October, 1845, is his legitimate 
child, thus distinctly charging adultery upon that 
young man’s mother. But the Captain, nothing 
daunted, goes stil] further in his answer,'and aftirms, 
toat inthe months of November and December, 1844, 
sad in the mouth of January, 1845, the complainant 
was guilty of adultery at Bally Carrig, Ireland, with 
one James Hunter, and ‘‘ with other persons un- 
known tothia defendant.” Not yet content, this 
defendant still further charges his wife with adul- 
tery, through seven consecutive months in 1847, 
with one William Thompson, at Bally Carrig, Ire- 
Jand. And yet further, the Captain alleges against 
his wife the crime of adultery, from January to De- 
cember inclusive, 1851, at the aforesaid Bally Car- 
ng, with one Daniel Caldwell and ‘‘ other persons.”

timately acquainted with the piaintiff, that she (the 
witness) never heard of the plaintiff’s having the 
children charged by the defendant, and that it was 
impossible that the plaintiff could have had any chil- 
dreu after her abandonment by her husband, without 
her (Mrs. Barclay’s] knowledge. Another witness, in 
the person of Mrs. Bell, was called by plaintiff, who 
testified that she had known Mrs. Bradford until 
1855, and she, too, considered it impossible that the 
plaintiff could have had any children, as alleged in 
the commissioner’s report, without her knowledge. 
The charges were al] false. 

Another witness, James Hunter, testified that he 
knew the plaintiff in 1850, and from that time till 
1860 or 1861, and that no children were born to the 
plaintiff during that period. The platstitf’s only 
daughter, Mrs. Sarah McNair, was then called up, 
and testified that up to the time when she left her 
mother, in 1855, that mother had no additional 
obildren. It thus appears that the most serious 
accusations, charging tho plainti#f with adultery, 
were broken to the ground by the pomitive and 
pointed counter evidence, suggésting the inference 
that the defendant’s charges were gathered by 
wholesale, to meet the wants of a desperate emer- 
gency. The defence met this€ebutting testimony 
of the piaintiff, by stil! other counter testimony, in 
the person of Miss Mary Bradford, sister of Qaptain 
Bradford. This witness averred, that on the occa- 
sion of a visit by the immediately preceding witnese, 
Mrs. Sarah McNair, at Baltimore, Mrs. McNair told 
her (Miss Bradford,) that her mother had had 
children by men other than Mr. Bradford, and that 
she had frequently watched her mother, whon the 
latter had gone out with other niyn. This remark- 
able bit of testimony was met by s sharp cross-ex- 
amivation by the plaintiff's counseJ, asking her, 
among other things, whether at the last Circuit 
Court held at Brooklyn, Captain Bradford had not 
said to her: “Now, Mary, remember, and swear as 
I tell you?” In reply to this interrogatory, tho wit- 
ness denied that the Captain had made any such re- 
mark to her. Upon this 

MRS. CAPTAIN M’NAIR, 
the mother-in-law of Sarah was called, and swore 
that she distinctly heard the defendant address to 
bis sister, Mary Bradford, the remark, ** Now Mary, 
remember, and swear as I tell you.” 

In addition to the foregoing evidence, showing 80 
pointedly the desperate purpose of the Captain to 
make out a case against his wife, lettAs frou the 
defendant were produced in court, written to his w.fe 
in 1847, and read in evidence, showing fully and cot- 
clusively the defendant’s confidence in his wife, and 
especially warning her against one of the witnesses, 
pamed Hamilton, who now testified so strongly 
againet Mrs. Bradford in the evidence taken by com- 
mission. These letters breathe the fallest trust of 
the Captain in his wife, refer to both the children 
(John included,) in the tenderest terms, and close 
with the subscription, ‘yours till desth.” 

And yet,at this very time, when these letters were 
written, the Captain now professes to have known 
that his wife was guilty of the groseest marital in- 
fidelity, sufficient to justify him, in 1848, to apply for 
aud obtain sgainsther a divorce from » Texan court, 
With the production of this evidence,’ of which we 
have only been able to give a very brief summary, 
the case was submitted to s Brooklyn jury, where 
all the principals now reside. In 

SUMMING UP FOR THE DEFENCE, 
Judge Reynolds, one of the counsel for the Cap- 
tain, addreased the jury on behalf of his clicht. His 
xpeech consisted essentially in a naked averment, 
sought to be supported mainly by the evidence 
taken by the commission, that Mrs. Bradford was 
uot only aware of the defendant’s marriage with the 
woman, Gunning, for more than the technical num- 
ber of five years before the commencement of the 
present action, but that the wife’s adultery wae sul: 





‘ciently proved by the commission introduced by 
‘be defence. 
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This wae about all Judge Reynolds could say 
and the @ubstance of all be did say. The counsel 
for the defence having closed, Mr. Scott, of the firm 
of Scott & Steele, of this city, counsel for the 
tiff, proceeded to address the jury. He ‘ 
with no ordinary oonvineing force, that the evidence 
contained in the commission was fully impeached 
by the testimony given by the plaintiff's witnesses, 
and also by the inherent improbability of ite trath, 
He referred especially to the testimony of Ann Mo- 
Kinstry, one of the commission witnesses, who 
swore that she was eighty years of age, and signed 
her deposition with her mark (a cross,) and who yet 
used language, in the delivery of her evidence, 
which, the counsel affirmed, was more technical 
than bie Honor, the Court, would use in charging 
the jury. The point here made by the counsel was 
a telling one against the Captain’s imported evi, 
dence, and had an obviouely damaging effect upon 
the jury. The addresses of counsel being closed, his 
Honor, Judge Joseph Barnard, proceeded to 

CHARGE THE JURY. 

He remarked that the plaintiff had clearly estab- 
lished thacharge of adultery against her husband, 
and further stated, as‘a consequence, that the issue 
of the defendant's marriage with Eliza Gunning was 
illegitimate. The judge farther observed, that the 
questions to which the jury should perticularly di- 
rect their attention were, first, whether the plaintiff 
had been guilty of adultery ; and, second, whether 
sho had been aware of the defendant’s alleged second 
marriage, five years before the commencement of 
the action. 

The main point evidently in deciding the first of 
these questions, was that involving the exct time 
when the defendant left his wife, whether in Octo- 
ber, 1844, as the Captain alleges, or in January, 
1845, as Mrs. Bradford maintains, John Bradford 
being admitted to have been born on the 8th of Oc- 
tober, 1845. The Court directed the jury to bring in 
a sealed verdict, which, after due deliberation, they 
accordingly did, granting a full divorce, in answer to 
the petition of the complaining Mre. Bradford. 

It thus appears that the jury threw out of consid- 
eration altogether, the ceptain’s Irish testimony 
taken by commission, and also received Mrs. Brad- 
ford’s statement, involving the legitimacy of John 
Bradford, in preference to the quibbling allegations 
of the conjugal sailor. This,award of a New York 


to Elza Gunning, in the position of a bigamist, or 

if he was pot married a second time, ii at least hands 

him over as a convicted adulterer. In choosing 

either alternative, the captain cannot fail to see 

squalls, He is at present enjoying the emoluments 

and bonors of an appointee of the Secretary of the 

Federal Treasury, and officiates as supervisory in- 

spéctor of steamsbips for this port. He is under- 

stood to have been auspiciously favored by pecuniary 
fortune, and to have amassed a flattering amount of 
“the one thing needful.” All the leading parties to 
the action were in Court during the trial, mcluding 
the captain and hie doxy, Elize Gunning, Mrs. Brad- 
ford, and ber daughter, Mrs. Sarah McNair. 

The Captain isa hale, hearty looking man, of about 
middle age, and apparently in a state of excellent 
physical preservation. This latter piece of good 
fortune, is doubtless mainly owing to his happy fa- 
wiliarity with an abundance of bracing sea air. The 
injured wife, Mrs. Bradford, is a peculiarly interest- 
ing and attractive-looking woman, aleo of about mid- 
dle Jife, and in the enjoyment of luxuriant health. 
As te the Captain’s matrimonial substitute, Eliza 
Gunning, we cannot speak so favorably. She exbi- 
bits a peculiarly coarse and uninteresting face, and 
her very appearance would natarally suggest the 
question : Where are those charms that have so fa- 
tally tascinated the Captain?. We “can’t see it,” 
but we suppose the Captain does. Perhaps they aro 
obarms of the latent variety. i 

Mrs. Bradford having succeeded in her suit for 
divorce, it remains for the court to decide upon the 
amoaut of alimony to be allowed her, as a conse- 
quence of her euccess in the divorce suit, out of Cap- 
tain Bradford's fertune. Up to this present writing, 
the Court had not yet settled upon this amount. But 
it can scarcely fail to be something handsome, as the 
rule is, to proportion such alimony to the husband’s 
fortune, and the Captain is understood to be enjoy- 
ing a “ big thing,” in a monied point of view. So 
much for Texas divorces, and sub-rosajmarriages of 
questionable orthodoxy. The Captain should study 
tne science of matrimonial, as well as marine navi- 
gation, with a finer eye. '

DESCRIPTION OF THE CRIMINAL, ALBERT 
TEUFEL. 





Tue PREPARATIONS FOR THE EXECUTION—THE Pais- 
ONER ATTEMPTS SorcrDE BY Porson—TuHE Last 
AcT OF THE TERRIBLE DraMa—TEUFEL CARRIED 
To THE ScaFroLD—DyrnG ProrestTation oF Ixno- 
CENCE. 

On Thursday the 18th inst., Alfred Teufel suffered 
the extreme penalty of the law at Doylestown, Pa. 
for the murder of Captain James Wiley on the 22d 
of last November, near Bristol in that State. James 
A. Wiley, the murdered man, was captain of the 
canal boat Ohio, which ran onthe Lehigh Canal, be- 
tween Mauch Chunk and Trenton. He was fort 
aoe old, lived at Doylestown, wae married, an 

ett a wife and three children. Previous to the 
murder Teufel was living at a public house on’ Third 
near Buttonwood street, in Philadelphia. Here he 
lived wit a woman named Kate Hunter, whom he 
assed off as his wife, and who has clung to him 
with a faithfulness that goes far to redeem the left- 
handed relationship between them. The wife of 

Wiley aftronted Teufel. He had attempted, unsuc- 

cesalully, to compass the ruin of her honor, in con- 

sequence Of which the husbaud had whipped him, 

That time Teufel had apparently made up with Wi- 

ley and they were on good terms. @n November 

22, Wiley and Teufel left Trenton on board the boat 

of which the former was captain. Wiley had mon- 

ey on his person to the amount of $192.51. A boy 

Harman Rick, drove the mules that pulled the ca- 

nal boat. When near Bristol, Teufe] shot Wile 

with a double barrel gun in the cabin. The secon 
shot took effect, and the man. lived but two hours. 

By the threat ofa similar fate Teufel silenced the

Teufel escaped to Philadelphia, and a few days 
after was there arrested iu a house of ill-repute, 
conveyed to Doylestown, where in due course he

THE TRIAL. 

Teufel was arraigned at Doylestown on the 6th of 
February and being sentenced to death, Governor 
Geary assigned Thursday the 18th day of April, as 
the day of execution. Since his conviction, Teufel’s 
conduct was brutish tothe last degree. 800: at 
all attempts to direct his attention to 
for etern ty. indulging in constant profanity and 

arity, his course was such as to alionate even 


all but Kate Hunter, his mistress, giving him 
She made persistent applications to the Governor 
a .~ pardon, but the Executive declined to estop 
the law. 

THE DAY BEFORE THE EXECUTION. 

During the dsy, Teufel completed an additional 
sketch of his life, and received several visitors, At 
11 o’clock, Kate Hunter, Teufel’s former mistress, 
arrived, accompanied by a young gentleman whu 
was gotten up in the most elaborate and artistic 
style. The lady herself, who cau lay claim to ordin- 
arily good looke, bat not to positive beauty was like- 
wise attired in a tashionable but tasteful manner. 
On arnving at the prison, the Sheriff insisted on see- 
ing everything that she desired or intended to pre- 
sent to the prisoner; but being assured that she 
had no intention of giving him ing whatever, 
she was admitted to the cell. The tween 
the two was ia: and friendly, but there was no 
apparent demonstrations of affection or emotion of 
any kind on the part of either.

Nei- 
ther maiden modesty, matronly self-respect, the 
instinct of maternity, legal penalties, nor nature’s 
inexorable punishment, nor the dread of God’s 
curse, seem to be agents sufficiently potential to 
arrest the devastating progress of this foul fiend— 
child-marder! Education, social position, wealth, 
religious sentiment— all countervail nothing to 
check its increase. It has spread to its present 
enortious and hideous proportions, because the 
laws intended for its suppresssion and punishment 
bave been administered laxly, or not invoked at 
all; and because those who sit in the seat of the 
elders, have held still their tongues, and have re- 
mained quiescent when they should have been 
battling the demon with every energy and faculty 
with which God has endowed them. But not 
alone in the ranks of fasifion aad frivolity, nor 
among that portion of the community which as- 
sumes to be environed by a halo of religion and 
exact respectability, has this body and sou! debas- 
ing practice held its way unchecked—almost unre- 
bnked. The force of example, though the reasons 
differ, has led to its obtaining a firm hold even 
amongst that class of our general population ad- 
mittedly the lowest in range of intellect. We al- 
lude to the negro women of the South. They 
tread the same path of infamy and brutality so ex- 
tensively journeyed upon by their white sisters of 
the North, but in so doing they have not been in- 
fluenced by like considerations. To conceal 
shame, to secure immunity from the pains and in- 
conveniences of maternity, or, that uninterrupted 
they might continue to whirl in the giddy vortex 
of fashionable dissipation—these have not been 
their object. “No; the reason why negfo women 
at the South resort to infanticide as they do, is 
based upon an intrinsically mercenary considera- 
tion. But variance of motive in no wise lessens 
the crime. 

Indeed, if persons are to be adjudged by the 
standard of the amount of << talents’’ entrusted to 
them, then are the white women who perpetrate 
this outrage upon humanity—this shocking sin 
against the grand scheme of natare’s economy—to 
be held as being far away the most deserving of 
utter condemnation ; for, in the face of the intel- 
lectual culture and religious training they have re- 
ceived, as a general thing, they cannot interpose 
the pitiful plea of ignorance, nor can they set up 
poverty as an inducing motive to the cominision 
of this griovous wrong. Both these considerations, 
however, might be advanced as an excuse for the 
poor degraded colored women who, through the 
force of both—more especially the se¢ond—resort 
to the slaying of their offspring, if such a crime 
can be palliated at all under any circumstances. 
Among this lattor class of people in the late Slave 
States, infanticide prevails to a perfeetly frightful 
extent.
